already been reclaimed from their watery graves.

Rirtey, O., July 29, 1852. 

Epiror Berere—Dear Sir: The people here 
about, are just now in the midst of much excite- 
ment. Kentucky property has been making 
tracks, and Kentucky gentry have been looking 
after their caft/e. It is not an uncommon busi- 
ness here. Slave-hunting Tallude to. This is 
the same town that but a few montlis since was 
honored by a visit of a party of Maysville gen- 
tlemen who were piloted by an Arnold, to the 
house of Mr. Collins, one mile from town.— 
They went in the dead of night and obtained 
foreible entrance. All were still and sleeping. 
One of the party presenting a pistol told Mr. 
Collins to tie still on the peril of his life while 
they would search the house for niggers. They 
went on their own responsibility, just as any 
other party of marauders, furcibly entering the 
10use of a peaceable farmer, threatening his life 
if he offered to defend his family against the 
approach of a set of dcesperadoes at midnight.— 
They proceeded to make their search, not even 
sparing the room in which they were told the 
daughters of Mr. Collins were sleeping. Their 


search was in vain. hose they sought were 
miles beyond their reach—safe in good hands 
and on their way to Canada. 

I said slave hunting was not uncommon here, 
but of late there has been more than the avezage 
number of escapes from the peculiar institution.
